Japanese Patent Document No. JP 3196657 A discloses an apparatus to 
improve cooling efficiency comprising heat pipes coupled with heat sinks that are fixed 
on thermal conduction plates that communicate with thermal conduction plates in 
contact with ICs. The cooling plates contact all the heat sinks. Flowing fluid of high 
specific heat through a channel of the cooling plate adds in the thermal transfer 
process. The Examiner's attention is drawn to Figs. 1-4.
